We soak thé  unfortumate 
fonzuc-in hot soups and cold 
drinks, we ask it to help us 
chew four and prickly foods, ' 
If we are smokers we often 
bathe it in a cloud of acrid, 
Pungent smoke for, hours a day. 
We bite the tongue and, if we. 
sleep with our mouth open, we 
allow it to become as dry as 
tinder. 

If we wear skixts we we probably 
wng tongue alm all of 
our waking hours! If our den- 
tures are not a good fit, or if 
we have a tooth with a jagyed 
edge, itis the tongue that suffers 
most. 

Fortunately, the tongue {s 
protected in two Important ways. 
It lives In a moist, closed cavity 
away from many of the germs 
and” viruses which have noocss 
to the skin, and it is bathed by 
n gently alicaline salivn.
